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Beads of sweat were beginning to form on my brow, 
and my stomach felt queasy. My breathing was 
shallow, and I felt very strange. 

It wasn't a heart attack... and it wasn't a panic attack. 
No, actually it was a time of panic, because I had 
just discovered that something was wrong with my 
computer, and I was not able to receive any emails! 

No emails! I was cut off from reality! How could I 
function? I had just switched to DSL, with a new 
company, and it had worked so well for fifteen days, 
but now... 

Even after 45 minutes of trying all sorts of things, 
including a lengthy consultation with my computer 
guru Harlan Olson, the situation was no better. 
Harlan felt that something unusual was going on and 
suggested that I call my internet service provider. 

Because of my schedule that day, I couldn't make that 
call until several hours later. I was not looking forward 
to it. For me, one of life's most difficult tasks is to try 
to communicate with a communications company. 

Unfortunately, I was not incorrect in my sense of 
foreboding. For about thirty minutes, I was forced 
to listen to recorded music, messages and "menu 
choices," but five times this routine was interrupted 
by brief conversations with live human beings. Every 
single one of them ended up transferring me to 
someone else. I spelled my last name and stated 
my telephone number five different times, but I was 
still getting no answer as to why my email reception, 
which had worked wonderfully for fourteen days, was 
now invisible on the fifteenth. 



I had first called half an hour earlier. This time, 
however, I got someone else on the line, and a major 
breakthrough occurred when he asked a very pertinent 
question. 

His question to me was: "What state are you in?" 
I was tempted to respond by saying "a state of 
confusion" or "going mildly crazy" or something like 
that. But of course his reference was geographical. 
When I said "Colorado," it was magic. "Oh," he 
responded, "we've had a problem there today. Your 
computer is fine. Our people are working on this 
problem. Please try it again in about four hours." 

As I write this, a day later, things are even more 
fouled up than they were yesterday, but my beads of 
sweat are gone, and I am at peace. God is good. I will 
wait... and hope against hope. 

Ironically, I had just been working on a sermon for the 
following Sunday with an illustration from an article in 
the Time- Call, in which local writer Leif Beilen (who 
had recently switched to DSL himself) urged that 
we not allow "communication" to rule our lives. The 
specific sentence I wanted to quote was this: "We 
need to make sure we are not so busy doing things 
that we don't get things done." He then went on to 
say, "Reading emails. ..is not always a value-added 
activity." My experience precisely! 

Here's the point of all this: I have decided to 
communicate much more with our Creator, even if it 
means less time on the internet. I want to spend far 
more time in Scripture than in emails. As my sermon 
that Sunday suggested, we can all live less-cluttered, 
more Christ-centered lives. 



Finally, something good happened. My phone got 
disconnected. Fortunately, an employee had given me 
a number to call "just in case" I got disconnected. This 
of course suggests that it happens a lot. When my own 
disconnection occurred, I then called the number I had 
been given, and found that it was the same number 



Also, keep this wonderful good news in mind: "God so 
loved the world that he didn't send an email."

GRACE HAS BEEN SAVED 

FCLC partnered with Grace Lutheran in New Orleans (Grace-NOLA) in their recovery efforts 
following the 2005 Hurricane Katrina and subsequent flooding. Our financial gifts totaled 
over $20,000 during a IV2 year period. A work crew of six FCLC members visited in March 
of this year doing additional hands-on work. At that time it was apparent that Grace was 
in good shape to carry on their ministry to their members as well as reach out to the larger 
community. Faith can rejoice with them and praise God that we were able to share their 
burden at a very dismal time in their history. More information on Grace-NOLA's progress 
can be found on their website at www.gracenola.com/news.htm.

In light of the aforementioned, FCLC Outreach Committee has re-evaluated our financial 
support for Grace NOLA. At the urging of Dr. Wee, past president of Grace, and the 
personal testimony of the March FCLC work crew, we agreed to focus attention on Bethlehem 
Lutheran. Our financial assistance to them is intended to complement their efforts in the 
redevelopment of the Uptown Community where many of their members live. 

Bethlehem Lutheran is the only predominately African-American ELCA congregation in New 
Orleans. It is located in one of the poorest sections of the central city. The church itself did 
not experience the damage of the flooding that devastated so much of New Orleans but the 
area was hit hard by the winds of Katrina and many of the members' homes were damaged. 
Immediately following Hurricane Katrina, Bethlehem stepped in to help by housing and 
feeding work crews coming from all over the nation. When Grace and Bethlehem recently 
shared a meal with a visiting work crew Dr. Wee described it this way - "We immediately 
clicked on a personal level, a congregational level and, of course, a spiritual level/' We pray 
that FCLC will be blessed in this way as we desire to be a blessing to Bethlehem. To God be 
the Glory - Great things He hath done.

The first conference of CSLA was held in 
Philadelphia in 1967, so it was appropriate that the 40 th 
anniversary conference met in the Inn at Valley Forge 
on July 14-17. It would have been even more wonderful 
if all the many, many members of Faith Community 
Lutheran Church who have contributed so much to 
make this library outstanding could have been there to 
hear the words of praise and commendation from the 
Awards Committee. 

"This award is given to a church or synagogue 
that has responded in creative and innovative ways 
to its mission of serving members of the congregation 
and/or the wider community. The library served by 
Lois Ward is described [in the nomination submitted by 
Nanette Goings and the library committee] as having 
an 'amazing' collection and becoming a 'welcoming, 
state-of-the-art hub* of the church and the community. 
The library was expanded when a new sanctuary and 
educational facilities were constructed, allowing for 
growth in the collection. Volunteers work in all phases 
of the library's operations, assisted by Concourse Book 
System software. The library provides resources for 
the congregation and the pastoral staff and recently 
promoted a reading program that contributed to 
a Katrina-flooded Lutheran Sunday School in New 
Orleans." Following these words, Kay Mowery, Awards 
Chairperson, also read excerpts from the letter from 
Nick Olson that was part of the nomination. Those 
of you who have read his letter on the bulletin board 
in the hall will know why it made such a hit with the 
audience of hard-working, devoted librarians. A power- 
point presentation included pictures of the church and 
library ... and Nick ... that Nanette had submitted. 



It is truly a library and its congregation who are 
honored with this particular award. Very few libraries 
have the enthusiastic and wide-based support that Faith 
has given to its library. I would fill pages if I tried to 
name every member who deserves a commendation in 
this award. I feel truly blessed to have had a part of the 
library's development. It's been a privilege and a joy! 

As a CSLA member for 35 of its 40 years, I've 
had ample opportunity to work with dozens of the 
more than 2000 congregational libraries currently 
represented. A few are very large, but most are of 
modest size with dedicated librarians who recognize 
the potential for service in a library. They are usually 
volunteer librarians with little or no experience in 
operating a library or building a collection. CSLA 
was founded and dedicated to supporting, training, 
and sharing knowledge and comradeship with these 
volunteers. FCLC provided an inspiring example for 60

You ride a Harley? I can't see you as "a Harley mama!" These are the comments I 
heard from my friends and mothers of our young children here at church. Yes, I ride 
a Harley, but as a passenger, not a driver. Harlan & I ride with all of the safety gear 
one can buy, which makes me look like "a Harley grandma" and I'm proud of it! 

On May 19 th , Harlan &I began our tnp lUJN fjfij &HE WALL | in Limon, Colorado. Our "run" ended on Sunday, 
May 26 th in Washington, DC, when we participated in "Rolling Thunder" - a parade of over 350,000 motorcycles 
that leads from the Pentagon parking lots and on to Constitution Avenue amidst the cheering of patriots lining the 
streets. 

Run for The Wall is a motorcycle ride that begins in Ontario, California, and then weaves its way across the US in 
two routes: Central and Southern. This "ride" is not a rally, it is not a party, it is not "just" a ride; it is a mission. 
In 1988, two Viet Nam veterans traveled across the heartland of America on motorcycles, talking to local radio, 
TV, and newspapers about the fact that we had thousands of men and women still unaccounted for from all of our 
wars from WWII to the present. The need for this awareness continues today and RFTW continues this tradition 
every May. 

RFTW is a welcome home, a renewal of friendships with both survivors and those on the Wall, a bonding. It is 
physically and emotionally exhausting, but in a very good way. Harlan keeps telling me how good it felt to "be 
loved on as a vet" as we traveled across the midsection of this country. (Harlan served in Viet Nam from November 
1963 - November 1964 in the 3 rd RRU - hence his email address: holson@oldspooksandspies.org ) People lined 
up on the overpasses of the highways we traveled; they were holding American flags and POW/MIA flags, and 
standing at attention as we passed beneath them. I waved like crazy every time we saw them! 

We had "God experiences" almost daily. Harlan's favorite story is about the St. Louis, Missouri, motorcycle police 
officers. Those men bid to escort the 700+ motorcycles through their city and to assist the RFTW road guards 
in stopping traffic from entering the freeways until the last motorcycle has passed the highway entrance. Near 
the outskirts of St. Louis, these officers sped past us in the left lane "in a big hurry." We soon learned why: They 
parked their motorcycles in formation at the side of the Interstate, and stood beside them and held a salute until 
all of us on the Run for The Wall had passed. I had goosebumps... Harlan couldn't even talk. 

We had another "God experience" on Sunday, May 26 th , as we were riding through West Virginia on our solo trip 
home. It began to rain (our first rain experience) and Harlan pulled into a driveway and stopped under a tree 
where we could put on our rain suits (no lightning!). A man came out of the house and told us to go into the 
garage and suit up. He walked to the garage and asked what we had been doing; Harlan explained the Run for 
the Wall. The man's name was Jim Puffenberger. He began to talk about his best friend who had "joined up" in the 
late '60s. Jim's friend went to Viet Nam and was killed in action. He & Harlan talked for a while; we could tell that 
he needed to talk to someone who could understand his loss of a best friend and comrade. We feel certain that 
God put us in Jim's driveway to spend time with him. 

We visited VA hospitals in Kansas City and St. Louis, and were treated to "free fuel" that was donated by the VFWs 
and American Legions in our patriotic cities. The VFWs also provided most of our meals as we rode across our 
beautiful country. We had a mandatory meeting every morning of the ride at 7:30 am to review our ride for the 
day. Chaplain Dan led us all in prayer at the close of the meetings— for all those we would meet each day; that 
we would be seen by truck & car drivers; that we would be safe; it was the very last thing we did before climbing 
on the motorcycles. There were at least 4 chaplains on the Central route who were there for any of us to talk to, 
especially for the men who were making this ride for the first time and wanted to heal - finally. 

I have compared the Run for the Wall to a Via de Cristo weekend. RFTW has a route coordinator, assistant route 
coordinator, chaplains, food and beverage team; road guards. VDC has a rector, assistant rectors, chapel team, 
food and beverages. The cost to ride from LA to DC - $10 per person. The cost of a VDC weekend - $0 - you 
pay it forward. RFTW had a platoon leader and assistant platoon leader for every 70-80 motorcycles. VDC has 
table leaders for every six persons. RFTW had 4-6 chaplains who prayed and talked and listened; three pastors 
serve on a VDC weekend. A group from California drove a conversion van and pulled a ten-foot trailer that held 
coolers of water and Gatorade; granola bars, crackers and cheese; small bags of snacks and we didn't have to pay 
for it, but they did accept donations. VDC has all of the same kinds of snacks and food - PLUS coffee, and you 
never pay for it!! The RFTW road guards were there to ensure our safety and guide us through traffic. VDC has a 
prayer team that lifts us up and ensures our safety and well-being, and prays for God's guidance in the weekend. 
Yup - it was a God-thing on this "mission" all the way across our beautiful country; VDC is a God-thing as you 
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experience renewal in Christ! We know that God was with us. Neither Harlan nor I experienced anything that 
scared us because we knew and felt the Lord's presence and your prayers. 

Why do veterans from war have this yearning, this drive to find what they cannot put their finger on, to reunite, 
to feel a welcome home? Comrades gather because they long to be with the men who once acted their best, 
men who suffered and sacrificed, who were stripped raw, right down to their humanity. 

So why did Harlan & I make this Run for the Wall ? To ride for those who cannot, to remind the country that there 
are still POWs and MIAs out there. In the past 19 years, the remains of over 5000 persons have been recovered 
and brought home - from WWII, Korea, Viet Nam, Iran, Afghanistan, Iraq. Lest we forget... And Harlan finally 
got his official "welcome home!"
